Dayton police officers today were 
installing a special detail of local 
men to look after violators of the 
ordinarces against liquor buying 
and selling and the ordinary trou- 
ble makers of a nonprofessional 
type, who may come here during 
the trial of Scopes. 

The Town Marshal has arranged 
for a squad of experts from Chat- 
tanooga and Knoxville Police De- 
partments to aid them in crime de- 
tection.

This was the response of Chan- 
cellor Luther to questions asked 
during his inspection of the avia- 
tion field near Hamburg yesterday,

Judge Faris stated that he was 
not passing on the merits of the 
plan proposed, which might be a 
good one. But, he held, the matter 
had not been presented in the 
proper manner. 

Proper Way to Proceed.’ 

“The proper way, if the reorgan- 

ization depends upon this pro-- 
posal,’\ he said, “would be the filing 
of a plenary suit, naming al! those 
which a final decision could be 
rendered.”

UMMER is the time when one 
S is known by one’s sandwiches. 

Picnics, porch suppers, light 
luncheons, afternoon téas, spreads 
of this and that sort and a verita- 
ble host of other occasions call for 
sandwiches. Now a good sandwich 
is known first of all for its good 
looks: It must be neat, attractive 
and appetizing in its appearance. 
It may be fairly thick, or wafer 
thin as the occasion requires, but 
it must never be sloppy or ragged. 

It should be moist, succulent, 
with bread never so stale that it 
is dry and filling never so juicy that 
it drips. Above all else, it must be 
well and carefully buttered else it 
will be a soaked and soggy affair. 

To achieve the perfect sandwich 
there are many prosaic matter-of- 
fact and quite ordinary things to 
be done, no matter how much orig- 
inality one may show in the variety 
and combinations of sandwich fill- 
ings. 

To begin with, there is the bread 
to be selected. The bread for fiat 
sandwiches should be a day old, 80 
as to cut more easily. For rolled 
sandwiches, or for very thin slices 
of bread to be buttered and put 
overlapping on the plate, fresh 
bread should be used. 

Thin salt wafers or crackers may 
be used instead of bread for paste 
sandwiches. 

The bread for fancy sandwiches 
to be used for tea or receptions, or 
as an appetizer at the beginning of 
the meal, or to be served with the 
salad, should be cut into slices as 
thin is possible and the crust 
should be removed. Use a sharp 
knife. so that there will be no 
ragged edges.

on. The filling and butter for pic- 
nic sandwiches should be in- 
creased in proportion to the thick- 
ness of the slice of bread. Many 
picnic or lunch-box sandwiches are 
unpalatable because there is too 
large an amount of bread in pro- 
portion to butter and filling. 
When the crusts are left on 
care should be taken to butter ad- 
jacent sides of adjoining slices. To 
do this, cut the slices needed and 
allow them to fall in order. Take 
two at a time, open like a box and 


butter the top surfaces. The 
edges will fit nicely, and look 
more attractive than in regular 
edges. 


Next in importance is the but- 
ter. For making sandwiches the 
butter should be thoroughly 
creamed before using or it will not 
spread evenly over the bread. To 
cream butter, place it in a warm | 
bow! and mash and beat until it is 
soft, and completely smooth.
